That Other {City by the Soa”—A Survey
of ita Capacities amd Comforts—Notes
by the Way om the Dowanward Trip,

From our oun Correspondent,

ATrLaNTIC Orry, N, J., July 11,

Esocaping from the heatand dustof the clty,
and taking the 2 P. M. express Lraln on the
Camden and Atlantie Rallroad, your correspon-
dent formed one of & pleasant party bound for
this “Oity by the Bea.” As It had been some
yearssince we had travelled over the road we
were prepared 10 gee some changes In the face
of the country, but hardly as many as have
taken place. The embryo towns and sparsely
pettled conntry of a few years ago, have been
wonderfally metamorphosed by the openlog of
the rallroad, throngh the facllities It has since
afforded, presenting al once a ploture of pros-
perity, thrift, and beauty, as we whirled rapidiy
slong. Landsthoughttlo bealmostunficforcaltl-
vation & few years ago, have been made Lo yleld
abundantly, by successful drainage and other
proper treatment well knowan to farmers. And
there are yel large quaniities of land along the
line of the youd, waillpg for some of our enter-
prising citizens lo render equally produetive
and profilable. As places of resldence we should
muoch prefer thethriving towus of Jersey within
& short dlslance of our elly, lo hundreds of
Western towns through whilch we passed dar-
ing the last summer, We cannol help wonder-
ing at the seeking of homes lo Lhe far West,
when the ast, taking the facllities of markets
snd other advantages lnto consideration, pre-
genta equally ns great indueements,

After 8 rapid ride of two hours—up to sochedule
time—we get foot o Atlantle City. Before we
yeached (hls plnecs & much more cool and com-
fortable state of the stmosphere was clearly
porespiible, But once in the elly, we were
wery sensible of the faol that we counld and
would be cool. As our rooms bhad been pre.
wviously engaged, we were soon ln snug guar-
ters, and quite at home. In the evening our
party walked to the beach, and In & short time
bad the exlreme pleasure of seelng the moon,
Just past the full, rise on the ocean. The tide
was bigh, the breakers rolling in splendidly,
and the gight magnificent,

The grandeur of 1he scene was snch that one
Inighi gese upon It for hours without becoming
weary. The moon«teims danelng on the
ocean, the resistlens rush of the breakers—now
driving us farther up the beach, And agsin re-

AWAY.

About 11 o'0'ock we found the balh to be de.
ligutjul—enjoyed by hundreds on the bssoh.
Weare not st sll surprised al the thousands
who leave (he olly, If 1t is ooly for & day, for
such a glorious and refreshing "dip.” Here we
would remsin for the gaasom snd enjoy our
selves to Lhe nlmost, If 1t were DO for the la-
ovitable dollurs and oenta. No smployem of
Iarge or mmoall pumbers of workmen
wonld fall to find i yprofitable In
the end by giving Ysem time, and even paying
sxpenses If neceasary, for & day’s recrestion At
the sea shore., The workmen would be lm
proved in abllity, in temper, and In many ways
which would tend to promole Lhe lonlerests of
thelr employers, The slight apparent loss of
time would be found to e really no loss. We
hope to see sgomae of our large employers Lrying
the experiment Lhis seasan

Important Decision.

Burravo, July 18..-The following decision by
Judge Hall, of the United States Circuit Cours,
on & writ of certiorar! and habeas corpns, in the
notorious extradition case of Charles H. Baker,
which was argued by Mesirs, Swarte and Bene-
dick, counsel for the Queen of Eugland, and by
Mesers, Fox and Parker for the prisonar, on
Friday last, will be importaul to the legal pro-
fession:—

Judge Hall says that foreign convietion under
the statates of vhe SBtute of New York does not
render 4 witness lncompetent, as the statute has
reference to conviotion uuder the lawsof the
State, The statutes of the Btate of New York
provide that & Governor or Legislature may
pardon a convict, and thus restore his compe-
tency. This would not be done in & case of
foreign conviction, however. I am of opinion
that the same result would be reached if the
ocase was governed by the rules of evidence, as
it stood previous to the stututes of the State, as
a forelgn conviction in the yeur 1799 would not
render such a person Incompetent, The follow-
ing Iimportant questions eof law were fally
signed, but adeciglon on the first point rendered
4 declision 1o them unnecessary, although un in-
timation were in their favor.

First, Thal bail could not be taken under the
exiradition treaty, because cases vo arislng are
not offenses agalost the United States, bat sim.
ply under treaty. Fecond. The questlon as to
whether the United States Circuit Court has
appellant jurisdiction from a decision of the
United Btates Commlissioner. Third. How far
the Circuit Court could review evidence on eer-
tworarl and babeas corpus. The prisoner was
remanded to the custody of the United Btates
Marshal, and will be removed to Canade on
Wedneaday or Thursday next.
